In accordance with the Public Statutes of the State 
of New Hampshire, the Commissioners of Strafford County, 
herewith present the annual reports of the County Com- 
missioners, County Treasurer, Clerk of Superior Court, 
Sheriff, Solicitor, Superintendent of the County Home and 
House of Correction, Farm Physician, Farm Chaplain and 
Auditors for the year ending December 31, 1935. 


The entire third floor of the Court House, consisting 
of the Court Room, Judges’ Room, Jury Room, Attorneys’ 
Room and ante rooms, has been renovated and re- 
decorated. The offices of the commissioners have been 
repainted and the grounds of the Court House have been 
improved. The marked improvement in the interior and 
exterior appearance of the building is due in a large 
measure to the diligent care given by Custodian Phidime 
Dion. 


The County Home is still under the efficient and 
kindly management of Superintendent Edgar J. Ham and 
Matron Sarah Ham. In the four years that Superintendent 
and Mrs. Ham have been at the County Home the cost 
per capita has been reduced from $7.04 to $5.11 per week. 
Since 1933 the live stock on the farm has been increased 
one hundred per cent at very little expense because it was 
raised on the farm. We feel especially proud of the fact 
that this County can boast of the ownership of one of the 
finest flock of sheep in New Hampshire. The County Com- 
missioners feel that they voice the opinion of the taxpayers 
when they say the County Home is being run in a busi- 
ness like manner. 

Dr. J. H. Richard of Dover, County Home Phy- 
sician has been conscientious in the discharge of his 
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professional duties and there have been no epidemics at 
the Home. 

The residents of Strafford are cordially invited to 
visit the Home. 

Unemployment is our greatest relief problem but 
the awarding of numerous government projects in this 
County has aided materially in the reduction of relief 
costs. On June 11, 1935 when the County Delegation 
approved the budget it took into consideration the fact 
that the State Board of Relief was to assume 50% of 
the relief expenditures. The failure of the State to re- 
imburse the County after October, 1935 resulted in an 
unexpected financial burden. 

We wish to thank all the City, Town and County 
Officials for their cooperation.

The Chaplain is sorry that the special Christmas 
service was omitted on account of illness. 

Religious literature has been given to the folks at 
the Farm and Jail. 

The Chaplain has done some calling at the County 
Farm and Jail, usually on the first Wednesday of the 
month. His wife has accompanied him several times for 
the visitation. 

Some Roman Catholic services have been held and 
the priests have been faithful to all of the Catholic faith.
